Giving withstanding the an- 
of the Year nouncement of a 
considerable deficit. 
The total gifts of the Church for the 
work conducted by the Board have 
amounted to $1,107,971.41. This is 
$123,000 more than the sum given last 
year, notwithstanding the fact that lega- 
cies, which can never be reckoned as a 
stable quantity, are this year exceeding- 
ly small—$55,000 less than a year ago. 

The hopeful feature of this fine in- 
crease is that the bulk of it is from con- 
gregations, and represents a definite ad- 
vance in the systematic parochial giving 
of the Church as a whole. Credit should 
also be given for the great increase made 
by the Woman’s Auxiliary, including the 
Their apportionment has for 
many years been $100,000. It has never 
before been reached. This year their of- 
ferings have been $114,534.52. 

Of course there is cause for regret in 
the fact that the deficit for the year 
amounts to $97,471.44, to which must 
be added $74,532.55, brought over from 


last year. This makes a total present in- 
debtedness of $172,003.99, which might 
be serious and discouraging were it not 
remembered that the apportionment of 
last year was, even at the beginning of 
the year, insufficient to meet the bills 
which it was reasonably certain the 
Board would be compelled to incur. Had 
it all been raised we should still have © 
been short. This was one of the chief 
reasons for the appeal to raise $500,000 
in connection with the Forward Move- 
ment. Also it should be remembered 
that the Church in General Convention 
placed upon the Board additional re- 
sponsibilities amounting to about 
$50,000. A deficit was therefore inevit- 
able, unless unexampled individual gifts 
were made. 

Many people grow tired of hearing 
about a deficit. Such will be glad to 
know that at last the Board has had the 
courage of its responsibilities, and in the 
apportionment now in force has asked 
from the Church enough to pay its bills. 
If the raising of this amount can be ef- 
fected the deficit will soon disappear, and 
the affairs of the Church’s mission will 
stand upon a sound and self-respecting 
basis. 

Not only do we believe this possible, 
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but we feel that the great increase of 
interest, and the fine spirit which the 
Church has shown in the past few 
months, are good indications both of an 
ability and a willingness to respond to 
this call of the Board.

The issue, the Lenten 
Sunday-school__ Offering of the Sun- 
Offering day-schools has at 


last reached the 
sum toward which they have so long 
been striving—and has well overpassed 
it. For many years $150,000 has been 
the goal. Some years we got into the 
one hundred and forties, but never very 
near the mark. This year the same fine 
impulse which has been felt in all 
branches of the Church’s giving for mis- 
sions has brought the Sunday-school Of- 
fering, as reported on September Ist, up 
to $155,882.27. This comes from just a 
trifle under 4,000 Sunday-schools, and 
makes a record of which they may well 
be proud, and for which the Church is 
devoutly thankful. 


T was only a month or two ago that 
Bishop Graves announced the clos- 
ing of the famine relief in the northern 
district of Anhui 
China’s New Province. The last 
Calamity remittances for this 
relief arrived after 
the necessity for financial aid was past, 
and the famine fund had been closed. 
These amounts the bishop deposited in 
a special account for use in relieving 
future famines, and he expressed the 
hope that this plan would be satisfactory 
to all contributors. “Unfortunately,” he 
said, “we are certain to be confronted 
with famine conditions in ‘China every 
two or three years, owing to the fact that 
the government takes no steps to re- 
move the causes which produce these 
calamities.” 
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And now, far sooner than he had ex- 
pected, his prophecy is fulfilled. The 
terrible floods in the Yang-tse valley 
have brought a new calamity of ap- 
palling magnitude which the small fund 
that the bishop had put aside is alto- 
gether insufficient to meet. A cable- 
gram has been received, dated Septem- 
ber 22d, stating that there is great dis- 
tress, and that a subscription list has 
been opened by the bishop to create an- 
other famine relief fund. Letters con- 
cerning the matter are not at hand when 
this is written, but our readers who have 
followed the story as it has come to us 
in the daily press, will realize how 
serious a situation China is facing and 
perhaps again they may be moved to do 
that which is—even in the eyes of the 
sceptic—the justification of Christian 
missions, in ministering to the crying 
needs of an afflicted people. 

Such a catastrophe is a great mission- 
ary opportunity. Never can we so thor- 
oughly prove our disinterestedness as 
when we go with the gifts of Christian 
men and women to feed the hungry and 
clothe the naked. An opening is thus 
given, such as is nowhere else afforded, 
to bring the knowledge of Christ to those 
who are ignorant of Him, by enacting be- 
fore them the Christ-life of self-forget- 
fulness and sympathetic beneficence. 


HE parochial mission, which seeks 
to stimulate the spiritual appre- 
hension and religious life of a congre- 


gation, is well 

A Missionary known in the 
Mission Church. It re- 
mained, however, 


for the parish at All Saints’, Ashmont, 
Mass., to inaugurate what ought to 
prove itself of great value—a parochial 
mission devoted to disseminating and de- 
veloping the missionary ideal. 

This gathering is somewhat modestly 
called a Conference on the Missions of 
the Church. It will open on Sunday 
morning, November 5th, and close on 
Friday, the 10th. 


L° 
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Preparatory meetings will be held be- 
fore the Conference, and on the Sunday 
following there will be a corporate Com- 
munion of the entire parish. The Mis- 
sion has been so devised as to reach ef- 
fectively the men, women and children 
of the parish. There will be two special 
gatherings each day, in addition to the 
regular daily services. Staff secretaries 
from the Missions House will aid the 
Department Secretary and the parochial 
clergy. 

Among the subjects to be treated are: 
“The Incarnation and the Church’s Mis- 
sion,” “Prayer and Missions,” “The Mis- 
sion of the Church in the United 
States,” “The Mission of the Church in 
Distant Lands,” “How the Church’s 
Mission is Administered,” “Christian 
Stewardship,” and “The Sacraments 
and the Church’s Mission.” 

It is the hope of those who have 


_ planned the conference that it will reach 


beyond the boundaries of the parish, and 
to that end neighboring congregations 
have been invited. 

Those who believe, as many of us are 
coming to do, that the vitality and suc- 
cess of the Church depend upon her 
recognizing herself as the great mission- 
ary society, will watch with deepest in- 
terest an undertaking which treats the 
missionary ideal as fundamental to a 
complete Christian life, and aims to 
stimulate and develop that ideal. 


HE missionary is proverbially a 
patient creature. He has to be. 

For not only is the task before him diffi- 
cult and time-con- 

The Patient suming, but for 
Missionary proper equipment 
and for funds to ad- 
vance he must wait on the good pleasure 
of the friends at home. Naturally we 
are busy about many things. The mis- 
sionary is far away, and, as Browning 
said, “we have our beetles to collect.” 
We go on collecting the beetles and mag- 
nifying trifles until they become to us 
matters of importance. ‘Now and then, 
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however, just to show that he—or she— 
is really human, the most patient of this 
proverbially patient race stands up and 
speaks his mind—or hers. Here is part 
of a letter from Aomori, Japan: 

“You see Aomori was burnt out last 
year and with it our church. Since then 
we have been doing our best to keep up 
Church life and services and Sunday- 
school in my house. I am feeling com- 
pletely tired out with a year of it. The 
bishop came here for confirmation on 
Monday, and we nearly suffocated him 
with our congregation of eighty adults— 
not including’ children—squeezed into a 
small room, and the crowd at the door. 
But as we have it every Sunday it was 
to us the ordinary thing. We have no 
room for a stove, so we cannot use one. 
Instead we have the Japanese charcoal 
braziers, for heat is absolutely necessary 
in Aomori—the coldest and dreariest sta- 
tion in Bishop McKim’s diocese, and in 
the whole of Japan.* The result of 
using the Japanese braziers in a semi- 
foreign house isa severe headache every 
Monday morning from the fumes. But 
you in America don’t care, do you, as 
long as you don’t see and feel it? We 
have been waiting for a year for some 
response to an appeal for the rebuilding 
of our church. I wonder how you would 
feel in a Sunday-school of 120 crowded 
into a room with no chairs nor furniture 
and absolutely packed so that there | 
comes up the cry: ‘We can’t kneel; there | 
is no room’, If any nation knows how 
to pack it is the Japanese. So when the 


- Sunday-school meets we cannot heat the 


room at all. There is no room to walk 
between the children, nor for the chil- 
dren to kneel upright without being on 
the feet of those in front. 

“T thought you might like to know 
how things are and what people suffer 
in some of the outlying stations. The 
work stands pretty high as compared 
with other work outside Tokyo, but the 
accommodations are—well—please come 
and see how you would like them your-

An Aged James OC. Hepburn, 

Pioneer oldest living gradu- 

ate of Princeton 

University, and the first medical mis- 

sionary in Japan, died at his residence 

in East Orange, N. J. Born in 1815, 

and having therefore reached the aston- 

ishing age of ninety-six. years, his life 

embraced the whole range of modern 
missionary history. 

Dr. and Mrs. Hepburn, representing 
the Presbyterian Board, went to Japan 
in the same year that it was opened by 
Commodore Perry’s fleet, treading close- 
ly upon the heels of our first missionary. 
The service which as physician and 
scholar he rendered to all the forces of 
American Christianity in Japan, is be- 
yond counting. He assisted in the first 
translation of the Bible into Japanese, 
and issued the first Japanese dictionary. 

‘Not only were his services recognized 


ps September 21st there passed from 
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among Christian people, but on his nine- 
tieth birthday he received the decora- 
tion of the Order of the Rising Sun 
from the Emperor of Japan for his work 
in that country. 

Mrs. Hepburn reached an age almost 
equal to that of her husband, dying in 
1906. She accompanied him through 
his entire missionary service in Japan, 
and opened the first school for girls. 

The names of Hepburn and Verbeck 
and our own Bishop Williams form a 
trio which shine gloriously in the Chris- 
tian consciousness of the Japanese. 


R. HENRY VAN DYKE, in the 
July issue of an interesting little 


magazine known as “The Earnest 
Worker,” writes 

Destitute concerning t h e 
Labrador splendid work of Dr. 


Wilfred T. Grenfell. 
With all that he says of that work we — 
find ourselves in hearty accord. Few 
men have rendered more conspicuous 
and self-sacrificing service than this 
Labrador missionary and physician. Too 
much praise could hardly be given. 

But we feel sure that Dr. Van Dyke, 
and all who may read his praise of Dr. 
Grenfell, will desire to know of other 
work for these people which seems to 
have been overlooked. .We find in Dr. 
Van Dyke’s letter the following state- 
ment: “He has discovered among the 
people who live on those desolate shores 
of the northern sea, and among the 
fishermen who ply their perilous work 
up there, a wonderful chance to do good. 
They had been living for many years, 
not only without churches or preachers, 
but also without a physician to care for 
them when they were sick or wounded, 
and without a firm friend and counsellor 
to save them from the consequences of 
their own ignorance, and from the 
rapacity of evil men.” 

While undoubtedly not so intended, 
this paragraph, to the casual reader, 
would seem to indicate that Labrador, 
before discovered by Dr. Grenfell, was a 
desert land so far as missionary work |

was concerned. This, however, was not 
the case. It can in no way dim the 
lustre of the reputation which Dr. Gren- 
fell has so fully earned if we give the 
following facts: 

The English diocese of Newfoundland 
includes not only that island, but also 
the Labrador coast, and even extends in- 
to the Hudson Bay region. For more 
than sixty years the English Church has 
been working in Labrador and has main- 
tained missionaries there. In 1849 the 
Rev. A. Gifford went to Intear, and in 
1850 the Rev. H. Disney to Battle 
Harbor. 

The work of the diocese is now found 
all along the Labrador coast, with the 
exception of six points, at one of which 
the Methodists are established, and five 
of which are Moravian settlements with 
Moravian missionaries in charge. There 
are four main English missions on the 
coast, with a number of out-stations. 
In addition to five clergymen, three 
catechists and more than one hundred 
licensed lay-readers are at work. Be- 
sides evangelistic work the diocese has 
twelve schools on the Labrador coast. 
Bishop Jones, who has been in the field 
since 1878, visits some section of the 
Labrador part of his diocese every alter- 
nate year. Two years ago he was start- 
ing on his seventeenth visitation, when 
the Church ship, Lavrock, fifty-seven 
years old, worn-out and unseaworthy, 
was wrecked. Since then the Church 
people of Newfoundland have been 
gathering funds for a new vessel recent- 
ly purchased in New York. 

The Canadian diocese of Quebec in- 
cludes a part of the Canadian Labrador 
along the north shore of the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence. In this region the Canadian 
Church has two clergymen and two lay- 
readers at work, who hold services and 
teach school at a number of points. The 
missionary in charge of the coast goes 
its whole length (500 miles) once every 
winter and twice each summer, visiting 
and instructing the people and holding 
services in their houses wherever there 
are no churches. The Bishop of Quebec 
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visits the coast himself once in three 
years, usually confirming from 60 to 100 
candidates. 

These are some of the facts concern- 
ing the people in Labrador. They are 
not generally known in the United 
States. The recitation of them can in 
no sense detract from the work of the 
Deep Sea Mission, so widely advertised 
in this country and in England, but they 
may and ought to remove the impres- 
sion, current in both countries, that the 
Labrador was entirely destitute of the 
means of grace before the arrival of Dr. 
Grenfell. 

Might they not also indicate to mem- 
bers of the Anglican Communion how 
they may co-operate to strengthen the 
hands of our workers among these people 
by furnishing a support somewhat com- 
parable with the splendid backing which 
is being given to the Deep Sea Mission ?

excellence, yet, particularly in the case 
of a missionary magazine, continued ex- 
istence should count for something. At 
least it is matter of interest to our 
readers that we believe we may claim 
to be the oldest missionary magazine in 
America. 
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A MESSAGE FROM THE BOARD OF 
MISSIONS 


To THe Mempers or Every CONGREGATION OF THE CHURCH: 


HE General Convention of 1910 elected a new Board of 

Missions for the Church. That Board has just com- 

pleted the first year of its service. It held its first meeting 

for the new year on September 27th. Representatives from all the 

eight missionary departments were present. The Board reviewed 

the record of the past year, considered the work that lies ahead, and 
now sends this message to the Church: 

First of all, we desire to record and to convey to the bishops and 
other clergy, as well as to their congregations, our appreciation of 
the confidence of the Church, as shown by the practical and generous 
co-operation given us during the past year. 

The Treasurer reports an increase of $122,921.61. This, in 
itself, is cause for thanksgiving. To note the sources of this in- 
crease is yet more reassuring. Not only have both the Sunday- 
school Auxiliary and the Woman’s Auxiliary showed increased vigor 
and devotion by their enlarged offerings, but the offerings from 
the congregations are greater than ever before by $83,206.57. This 
is a sure sign that the Church is coming to realize itself. Once 
this is attained there will be an end to solicitude as to men and 
treasure needed for the mission intrusted to the Church. The mani- 
festation of this spirit, so much more definite than ever before, is 
the ground of our confidence that the current year will show yet 
greater increase of power released for the blessing of mankind. 

We repeat our recommendation of a year ago with clearer em- 
phasis, in view of the marked success that has followed whenever 
this has been acted upon: 


A systematic weekly offering resulting from a personal 
canvass in every parish engages the interest of all the people. 

It unites them in the common cause. 

It removes their thought from self-interest, and fixes it 
on the blessing revealed and promised to mankind in the In- 
carnation. 

It enables each one to help according to his ability with- 
out embarrassment and without inconvenience. 

The use of the duplex envelope relieves the (reamurer of 


trouble, and makes it easy for the congregation to be syste- 
matic in its giving.

The amount of the apportionment asked for the coming year, 
and distributed among the dioceses as instructed by the General 
Convention, will, if entirely provided for, enable the Board to meet 
all its engagements, and restore the Reserve Deposits—a moral 
obligation of a high order. 

No one would regard the amount asked for in this apportion- 
ment as a measure of the Church’s ability. Neither would it be an 
estimate of the Church’s gifts if God’s people understood. Yet 
the apportionment is useful as giving every diocese and parish a 
measure by which it may gauge its approximate share in the obliga- 
tion or, better, the privilege which is theirs at this moment. It has 
pressed heavily in the past because it has been borne by a small pro- 
portion of the people in each diocese. The weight will disappear as 
the individual canvass everywhere invites each one who is free to 
help bring liberty to them that are bound. 

It goes without saying that nothing can prosper long which does 
not bless the one who gives as surely as the one who receives the 
gift. Just because no parish has adopted the plans recommended 
last year without itself having been blessed and strengthened, we 
look forward with confidence to a year of prosperity and of in- 
creased strength for the dioceses, as these perfect their organization 
for the Church’s extension within and beyond the diocese. As noth- 
ing can hinder the progress of the Church except itself be divided, 
so nothing can resist the Church’s progress if filled with His Spirit 
it goes forward in His might. 

The Board of Missions will esteem it a high privilege to be able 
to help the bishops and clergy to make this possible. All its officers 
and its resources are at the service of the Church to render any as- 
sistance within its power. 

Praying for God’s blessing on His Church and believing that 
He will enable it by His Spirit to do mighty things for this Nation 
and for the peoples, in the Name of His Son, our Lord, I am

CHINESE MISSIONARIES AT PLAY 


By the Right Reverend William Ford Nichols, D.D., 
Bishop of California 


A journey of several months, recently completed, carried the Bishop of 
California around the world. Intensely interested in missionary work he 
everywhere came into touch with itand saw the existing conditions as few 
travellers can do. Particularly in China, where his own son is one of our 
missionaries, he was at home in the inner circle of missionary intimacy. 

The editor has asked him to share with the readers of THE SPIRIT OF 
Missions some of his impressions concerning missionary work. This article 
is, we hope, only the first glimpse of his experiences. 


a4 HAT’! Should real missionaries play?” may still lurk somewhere, 
as an instinctive challenge to the above title, in a popular con- 
W ception of what a missionary should be. That, however, is prob- 
ably not very persistent nowadays, and is rather a sort of 
survival of a view of the ministry at large suggested by Sam Lawson of Parson 
Lothrop in Mrs. Stowe’s “Oldtown Fireside Stories’—that parsons go around 
spending all their time without a let-up in ruminating “on Jerusalem and Jericho, 
and them things that ministers think on.” Even the old Levites and priests, — 
to say nothing of the Good Samaritan himself, had their relaxations in jour- 
neying between Jerusalem and Jericho, when their minds had for their tonic 
absentee experiences ; and certainly the modern place of the holiday for any worker 
who works, in making him the better worker when he works, needs no apologist, 
An extension of the old Christian Father’s caution “Not to make vacatiop a 
vocation” that I believe would find acceptance among all healthy-minded and able- 
bodied folk, might be, “but make a sane, salubrious vacation part of vocation.” 
One who visits China in the summer months has the opportunity to see how 


the Christian missionaries of all names manage this, And if the people at home

can take a just pride and satisfaction—as they certainly can—in knowing how 
faithfully our representatives work, as reported from so many fields and by so 
many pens, the object of this article is to call attention to the sound, wholesome 
and so assuring way in which they betimes can play. An old Confucian maxim 
says: “The man of knowledge finds pleasure in the sea, the man of virtue finds 
pleasure in the mountains.” Though I presume the missionary holiday seekers 
would not classify themselves on precisely the Confucian lines, still seashore and 
mountain find them grouped at various points in China, and out of China—as in 
Japan. Among the mountain resorts probably Kuling and Mohkanshan are the 
most frequented. As a sojourner for some weeks at Mohkanshan—which is some- 
thing over a hundred miles from Shanghai, in the Province of Chekiang—the 
writer can speak of that place from personal observation, and has reason to be- 
lieve that in the life and spirit of the colony it is fairly typical of other points, 
though not as large in summer population as Kuling with like attractions. 

It would be easy to prolong the article beyond proper limits with descriptions 
of the natural attractions of the mountain and its overlook, with green of bamboo- 
covered slopes sloping down to the green of rice fields in the plain. And the 
getting there, especially the house-boat and chair transportation amid character- 
istic Chinese rural scenes, to a new-comer add decidedly novel chapters of ex- 
perience, and make one appreciate the remark attributed to the Chinese sailor 
when asked about the big eye on the bows of the larger craft: “No can see, no can 
walkee.” But we may take all these for granted as we note some features of the 
play-spell itself. 

Ample provision is made for good outdoor exercise. Besides a playground for 
the children there is a reservation for a public park, which includes a swimming 
pool and tennis courts, Indeed, the following lines copied from some verses in 
the Mohkanshan Bulletin for 1910-11 seem-to have in them the very poetry of 
motion of the deft racquet: 


“T see again the strenuous tribe in white 
Flitting across the deep-cut scar of brown: 
The felt-clad missiles fly to left and right 
And up and down.” 


“The deep-cut scar of brown” is something of a feat in making “crooked 
places straight” by excavating a series of courts out of a steep mountain side. 
While learners are not lacking there, it would be interesting to know how many 

_ well-tried home university courts were represented. From one cottage at least 
Harvard, Stevens Institute and Trinity were all in evidence. Mountain paths 
there were too in abundance, going to “Pagoda Peak” and elsewhere, to exer- 
cise knees well-wonted to the bending for other upward look. 

Then the simple, happy home life in the cottages, most of which are perched 
on or near some commanding ridge, has led to the formation of an admirable 
association of owners, which conserves the welfare and interest of the whole com- 
munity, while it serves the economy of building and living, and puts it within 
the very modest means of the average missionary to enjoy the privileges of the 
mountains. And the “puttering around” the cottage and lots, planning new ad- 
ditions and fixings here, and changes of path and shrubbery there, affords the 
usual congenial day’s doings for the cottage owner in his little barony. 

Singularly enjoyable, too, are the opportunities for companionship and con- 
ference, for many in their respective fields have an isolation from the fellow- 
countrymen and women and fellow-workers that is almost inconceivable to 
those who have never known it. A genuine social life pervades the colony, and

besides the smaller groups of friends there are lawn parties, picnics, entertain- 
ments for young and old, participated in by the cottagers in general. 

A seemly church building occupies a central place, in which both prayer book 
and non-liturgical services are held—the former under the auspices of the Eng- 
lish bishop, in whose district the mountain is. Services are also held in the 
Chinese tongue for the native people. Besides the usual Sunday-school and Bible- 
class hours there are week-day services, a Monday Club, and each season lectures 
on Bible or other sacred topics by visitors especially qualified. A public library, 
with good attention to the addition of new books, is much used. 

In such an environment it does not require much imagination on the part 
of the reader to fill in the picture of a holiday of the utmost benefit to those 
who make use of it. If at home, as we say, every busy man and woman likes to 
“get out of things for a while,” not only in order to find mental and physical rest, 
but to get perspective and think over the “day’s work” quietly, to take in new 
ideas and new vision and find a fresh hold upon the duties of a particular post, 
how much more does the missionary in a foreign field, living in an atmosphere 
heavy with heathenism, never able to get out of its mental miasma, while the 
very earnestness to deal with it, the very striving of the spirit within because it 
seems to be wholly given to idolatry, makes the sense of its close oppressiveness 
the keener—how much more does such an one need, and respond to, the change 
and resiliency that the escape from it all for a while and the ozone of mountain 
air and outlook, and the fellowship of those of like mind and like hope, can give? 
Who can tell how much Mohkanshan and like places have to do with making 
better missionaries? 

But the writer is sure that, judging from his own experience, a holiday at 
such a point might mean very much too to any visitor from home, As one who 
has had some little membership on Missionary Boards, local and general, he will 
make so bold as to confess to a strange fancy that it would gratify our Boards of 
Missionary Direction of all names of Christians almost as much to take a look at 
their missionaries at play as to see them at work. It would, I grant, be something 
novel at any given staid Board meeting, with brows knit over the customary 
policies and problems, to have read off from the docket anything like “Matter of 
Board Muster at Mohkanshan.” But would it not warm the cockles of the head 
of every staunch Board man or woman of them, if they could adjourn for a 
spell to see, as recreation so pleasingly shows them, what a live, hearty, red- 
blooded, happy, cheery, sensible lot of young manhood and womanhood they: have 
on duty in China and elsewhere! Some of them would surely, in pure exhilara- 
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tion, be moved to take a hand at tennis themselves. We speak of “Young China” 
in its relation to the future of that great empire. We may well speak of “Young 
America” too in the forecast of results, as they in turn take up the noble work 
of our veterans and of those of many missionary nationalities. 

_ One of the strongest impressions it all made upon the writer was just that 
spirit of enterprise and hopefulness in those holiday missionaries. At San Fran- 
cisco, through which many pass going and coming, he had constantly noted the 
characteristic optimism of foreign workers. At Mohkanshan the same trait was 
intensified. He felt curious to look into it a little. Conditions seemed favorable 
for securing some definite data. There were gathered there representatives of 
many Christian bodies. There were those working in varied fields and on special 
lines of missionary effort—medical, educational, evangelistic and pastoral. With 
the help of some of our young people the following question was widely dis- 
tributed among those on vacation at Mohkanshan: 


_A visitor much interested in present phases of missionary work in 
China, and impressed with the fullness and variety of experience of the 
workers gathered here, would much appreciate it if you could see your way 
kindly to tell him on this sheet in a few words what from your personal 
standpoint seems, out of the experience of your particular field and sphere 
of service, to be the most hopeful feature of the work? 


The response was prompt and cordial, and extracts from the answers are 
appended. They speak for themselves of the reason for the hope that is in the 


Chinese work for Christ. They fall naturally under heads like those we are ac- 


ee 


customed to postulate of encouraging points at home, such as: that missions are 
showing a spirit of self-help; that they are producing a native Christianity which 
rings true in character; that they are acquiring a momentum of their own in 
native leadership and influence. 


I 
The Missions Are Showing a Spirit of Self-help 


“The fact is that the Chinese Christians are taking an increasing share 
of the financial responsibility. Seventy-five per cent. of the Church mem- 
bers in our field are in self-supporting churches. Nearly all of our Chris- 

-tians in the smaller groups are giving generously to the support of the 
Gospel. Along with this is a willingness to assume more responsibility for 
discipline, etc. In other words, progress toward a self-governing and self- 
supporting Church.” 

“Some of our girls nearly support themselves in school by the use of 
needle and scrub-brush.” 

“An increasing realization of personal responsibility on the part of 
the native Church for the salvation of their own people as indicated in 
their: (1) Unprecedented activity in bearing witness to the power of the 
Gospel. (2) Their opening and support of new chapels, and (3) their in- 
creased contributions to all phases of Church life.” 

“The growing sense of responsibility shown by our Christians and 
their increasing willingness to take up the burdens of Church support 
and extension.” aS, 

“A growing willingness on the part of the Chinese Church to get 
under the burden of evangelization, financial and otherwise; and less seek- 
ing after material benefits because of being identified with the Church 
or missionary.” 

“The sale of tracts and Testaments is on the increase,” 
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“More voluntary effort in evangelization among neighbors, friends and 
the community. The Church is becoming more independent and aggressive. 
It is partaking of the patriotic spirit and there is a spirit of self-support, 
self-government and _ self-propagation.” oy 

“A growing spirit of independence on the part of the Chinese Christian 
teachers coupled with a willingness to assume responsibility.” 

“A self-help department of our college to my mind will prove to be one 
of the greatest blessings for the poor but most worthy young men of our 
Christian Ohurch.” 

“Self-support and self-government is the most encouraging feature of 
the work in our field. We have one church in the country, the first mem- 
ber of which was baptized in 1902, that became self-supporting and self- 
governing in 1908. It has about 180 members, and in these three years 
has grown stronger each year. Others are trying to follow its example.” 

“Another hopeful thing is that many of the young men in the schools 
are giving themselves to the preaching of the Gospel, and nearly all, even 
those who are not Christians, have the ambition to help others, to help 
their country, and in more or less a degree to live not for self. That is, 
the ideals of Christ are possessing China’s young men, often unconsciously 
perhaps, but nevertheless in a way that will help greatly to bring in a new 
China, with love to God and love to man prominent.”

They Are Producing a Native Christianity that 
Rings True in Character 


“The desire to know the truth. Feeling that much of the old order is 
false they seem to me to want to make sure that the new is really true. 
I feel they do a great deal of independent thinking, yet are willing to be 
taught by capable people.” 

“The attitude of the students to their courses of study, and of the Chris- 
tians to their declaration of faith. Most of them are faithful and earnest.” 

“The open-mindedness and attentive attitude of the people toward the 
Gospel. The great trouble now in many places is to be able to seat the peo- 
ple who come to hear, where a few years ago it was very hard to get the 
people to come. I have been engaged a great deal the past year in tent 
_ meetings, and the people came by hundreds to almost every service. They 

seem anxious to know what this strange doctrine is.” 

“The fact—illustrated by the life of my co-worker, the Rev. 
(a native clergyman)—that from such heathen surroundings a Christian 
Chinese ministry may be produced, showing as thorough consecration and 
self-sacrifice and unselfishness as one could find in the very best type of 
Christian ministry at home. The constant increase of the number of boys 
from our school turning to Christianity is proof of the power of such a life.” 

“Confidence on the part of our active Chinese Christians in the ulti- 
mate triumph of Christ in China.” 

“An increasing willingness on the part of our Chinese helpers to rely 
upon the promises and power of God, and a corresponding distrust in 
merely human efforts.” 

; “The great majority of our graduates are faithful to their Christian 
profession, many in trying situations.” 

“The dissatisfaction of the people with their old life which impels them 
to seek something better. This is seen in my experience by the women’s 
desire for education. Also high-class girls are daily going to and fro to 
school, while a few years ago they would not appear on the streets.” 

“Seeing the effect that Christ has had in the transformation and the 
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gradual upbuilding into strong, attractive character of the lives of some of 
our medical students and young doctors, making them tell for Christ 
mightily.” 

“The willingness of the people to listen to the Word as we come in 
personal contact with them.” 

“The fearlessness of the people in the presence of their neighbors to 
acknowledge the truth and value of Christianity.” 

“Some of the Christians I know; their good lives and their zeal for 
making Christianity known to others. Instances: the travelling tailor and 
reformed opium-smoker of , who tells what great things God has done 
for him as he goes from house to house; the ‘consecrated cobbler’ of 
and many others. In and the men’s auxiliaries bear all the ex- 
penses of preaching halls in two neighboring towns. At Church prac- 
tically all the preaching hall and Sunday-school work is done by lay-mem- 
bers of the congregation.” 

“The courage and efficiency with which leaders undertake their work.” 

“The readiness of the Chinese to hear what the preachers of the 
Gospel have to say.”

They Are Acquiring a Momentum of their Own in Native 
Leadership and Influence 


“Qur native preachers are not ashamed of the Gospel of Christ, for 
they have made a comparatively recent discovery—that ‘it is the power of 
God unto salvation.’ This finds expression in a new and aggressive evan- 
gelism through tent meetings and other missions.” 

“A deepening sense of responsibility to serve and to help.” 

“Opposition of the officials and other high-class Chinese, growing out 
of what they see and hear of the advancement of the Gospel in this section.” 

“The multiplication of Christian homes. This is being effected by 
many agencies but chiefly, it appears to me, by the great influence of our 
Christian schools.” 

“The exceptional ability of the Chinese clergy, and the growing con- 
sciousness on their part of that ability; their willingness to assume respon- 
sibility for preaching and the willingness of the people to hear. This is 
true in both city and country work, and finds especial illustration in two 
series of tent meetings recently held in the city.” 

“Our unsurpassed religion of the Kingdom of God on earth, the mag- 
nificent mind of the yellow race and its readiness to receive the best that is 
known in the world.” 

“Homes better because an accomplished Christian woman is home-maker.” 

“The large number of young girls seen on our streets with unbound 
feet and with their school books in hand. Many of these are from the 
upper classes. It seems a sign of the emancipation of the womanhood of 
China. The education of the future mothers, and their ability to read the 
many religious books which must find their way into homes sooner or later.” 

“The regular day-school as a nucleus for the Sunday-school.” 

“Tn the educational work in which I am engaged we more often have 
boys wishing to become Christians who are of a class that will receive no 
material help from such an act, but rather the reverse. As time goes on a 
much finer type of Christian is produced, especially in the second generation. 
Also that clergy who have had the advantage of a thorough education have 
a zeal and love for their work, and an inspiration.” 

“There is a spirit of enquiry in general more than ever before.” 

“A deep conviction on the part of our Christians, students especially, 
that Ohina’s hope as a nation is in Christ.” 

- “(1) Two-thirds of our students are Christians. (2) The remainder 
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are nearly all enquirers. (3) There is much less opposition and persecution 
on the part of parents and relatives than formerly. (4) The demand for 
students educated in mission schools by missions, business men and the 
government.” 

“My work in China, extending over a period of thirty years, has been 
entirely along educational lines, with the end in view of preparing young 
men for Christian work. Altogether these years have been greatly blessed, 
and I have the satisfaction of seeing not a few young men engaged in the 
Lord’s work.” j 

“One consecrated Chinaman is likely to be of far greater service in 
evangelization than many consecrated foreigners.” 

“A clearer comprehension on the part of officials and people of the 
spiritual nature of the Church. The friendly responsiveness of the Chinese 
when assured of the disinterestedness of the foreign missionary.” 


We all know only too well the other side of the picture—the profound 
problems, the features that daunt rather than hearten, the myriad trials as well 
as the aids of faith. But none can possibly appreciate that more than these same 
workers, who are face to face with it all on the far-flung frontier. It would be 
to their credit if they were simply intrepid, with little or no glow of light-hearted- 
ness over results or outlooks. But one cannot read their words, to say nothing 
of mingling with the missionaries themselves, without having them seem like very 
“cheers from the front.” From the representatives of many Boards they come, 
from experts in all the leading lines of missionary work, covering times of ser- 
vice in China from later arrivals to a notable veteranship of forty years. A 
Mohkanshan missionary esprit du corps among Christians of many names is, too, 
in some respects even more significant of the working of the Holy Spirit, phalanx- 
ing men in the actual tramp of advance, than the memorable quickening of the 
Spirit itself at an Edinburgh Conference. They present many standpoints with 
their diversities of operations and of gifts, but the same Holy Spirit, and the note 
is that of Jubilate. Such sentiment out of the play-spell only shows, after all, 
how true they are to their work-spell.

IN THE SHADOW OF THE DRAGON 
MOUNTAIN

UST beyond the rich and popu- 
lous city of Wusih les a moun- 
tain, which, to the Chinese imag- 
ination, bears strong resemblance 

to a dragon, and which they think is 
the strongest factor in making the city 
so prosperous. It is a matter of cur- 
rent belief in that great empire that 
each city, and also each smaller locality, 
such as a farm or even a grave-mound, 
has what may be termed its “guardian,” 
either in the form of some natural ob- 
ject, or in the situation of the city or 
farm with regard to some natural ob- 
ject. These guardians—as for the want 
of a better name I have chosen to call 
them—are supposed to protect from 


evil spirits and to bring good luck. 


Wusih, the city in question, is indeed 
prosperous, though in it are thousands 
of poverty-stricken individuals. Yet 
from their own point of view the people

have good reason to be grateful to the 
“Dragon Mountain.” In the heart of 
this great city there was opened, four 
years ago, a dispensary under the aus- 
pices of the Episcopal Church. From 
every direction for many miles around 
the people flocked to its doors, and con- 
tinue to come, until six months ago the 
number treated there had already 
reached 70,000. With sorrowful faces 
and suffering bodies they gather. Each 
buys a ticket costing one cent, which 
charge is made partly to keep people 
from crowding in from idle curiosity, 
and partly because so large a number, 
even of such small fees, helps in a meas- 
ure to meet the great expenses of the 
institution. : 

All during the hours in which the 
doors are open the Gospel of Truth is 
being taught in the waiting-rooms; not 
obtrusively—no one is forced to listen. 
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In the men’s room a man, and in the 
women’s room a woman chats with the 
waiting throng, brings into the conver- 
sation the great subject of Christianity, 
and, if interest is shown, expounds it 
further. Those who do not care to 
talk simply wait their turn, go in to 
the doctor, are treated and go away. 

Beside the dispensary is a tiny Chi- 
nese house, containing a few beds, in 
which are received the cases demanding 
most urgently the constant care of the 
doctor. But, alas! how few can be taken 
in, and how hard it is, in the midst of 
so much suffering, to discriminate and 
to say who shall enjoy the comfort of 
those beds and the care of the phy- 
sician ! 

The purpose of this story is to tell 
how urgent is the need for a hospital 
worthy of the name, and for a doctor to 
help in this great work. Already assist- 
ing the physician in charge are three 
Chinese, two of them graduates in medi- 
cine of two mission universities in 
China; clever men, as their faces in the

accompanying picture show, devoted to 
the work, and full of industry. But the 
work is too much for the staff, which 
must be increased as soon as possible. 
The two persons proudly exhibiting 
artificial legs are patients. Their legs 
are looked upon with so much admira- 
tion that the girl in the picture was 
sought and won in marriage just be- 
cause the gentleman in question wanted 
such a valuable asset in the family. 
The group is taken just outside of 
the wee temporary hospital. The wom- 
an seated on the log is the “nurse”’— 
save the mark! A real trained nurse is 
what we want as much as a doctor. The 
other woman, seated near the door, 
stayed for many weeks, being cured of 
the opium habit. The child, held in his 
mother’s arms, is convalescent after a 
serious operation. One dear little girl, 
bright and patient, with a_ hopeless 
tubercular sore, spent months at the 
hospital. All that could be done was to 
make her terrible sufferings a little less 
terrible; and better still, the wife of one 
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of the Chinese doctors pointed her to- 
ward the home where there is no more 
suffering, and told her about the -Sa- 
viour who loves little children. 

The dispensary is all we could ask in 
its own line; modern and well equipped; 
but how sadly its work is crippled by 
the need of a hospital! Many leave its 
doors to go back to miserable homes, 
there to linger and die, when a few 
weeks, or perhaps months in a hospital, 
such as are within the reach of all in 
America, would send them back cured 
and able to work, and would relieve, or 
at least mitigate the poverty of their lot. 

Many say that there is plenty to be done 
in America. True, and let those who 
are called to work among the poor and 
wretched here receive all honor; but 
Christ has those who “are not of this 
fold.” Help us to help them too. If 
foreign missions receive their share the 
home missions will not suffer. Rather 
those who give in the one, in giving re- 
ceive fresh impetus to help the other. 
Is there in all this land a city of over 
100,000 with but one place where the

sick can be treated, and that one pitiful- 
ly inadequate ? 

Through the help of those at home 
and the labors of those on the field may 
the time soon come when the people of 
Wusih, by God’s grace, will no longer 
put their faith in the Dragon Moun- 
tain, but will say with us, “Our help is 
in the name of the Lord, who hath made 
heaven and earth.” 


A CALL FROM JAPAN 


Bishop McKim, under date of August 7th, writes concerning a pressing need: 


ORE than a year ago I made, as I 
supposed, a strong appeal for re- 
building at Aomori, after the great fire 
which swept away three-fourths of that 
city of 50,000 people. Very little has 
_been received from home in answer to 
_ that appeal. The Church Building Fund 
Commission have given $500 as a last 
payment and the Society of the Double 
_ Temple have done the same. The in- 
_ surance on the old building was $2,000 
- and that has been paid. 
I don’t want to put another wooden 
church in Aomori. We must build in 
concrete or brick. The best estimate we 
have had is $7,500. We have pledges in 


before we begin to build. 

The services, since the fire at Aomori, 
have been held in the lower rooms of 
Miss Bristowe’s house; the same rooms 


Japan amounting to $1,000. This leaves - 
a balance of $3,500 which we must have: 


are used for a kindergarten during the 
week, When I was there for confirma- 
tion in June more than one hundred peo- 
ple were packed as closely as possible, _ 
sitting on the floor. The rooms are 
about thirty feet in length by fifteen in 
width; the atmosphere was awful; the 
conditions are unsanitary; there is no 
possibility of decency or order in wor- 
ship, and Miss Bristowe is deprived of 
her privacy, and is cramped for living 
room. The Methodists and the Roman 
Catholics have rebuilt; the new city and 
public buildings are finer than those that 
were burned, but we are still without a 


-shelter other than that generously given 


by Miss Bristowe. All but two of the 
families connected with the church at 
Aomori lost everything in the fire. They 
have given to the extent of their ability 
and can do no more. 

Can we not have help from home?

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THE TRACK OF THE PRAIRIE 


SCHOONER

UT in the centre of Nebraska, 

on the banks of the Platte 

River, two hundred miles west 

of where it enters Missouri, 

there arose soon after the Mexican War 

an army post called Fort Kearney. Few 

people then lived in this part of 

Nebraska, and few people thought that 

anyone would ever be willing to live 

there. Soldiers were kept at the fort for 

the protection of travellers against 
marauding Indians. 

One day in the spring of 1849 the 
sentinel at the fort, as he looked east- 
ward along the river, saw creeping down 
the valley a curious white speck. An- 
other followed, and another. They were 
the prairie schooners—the white-covered 
immigrant wagons of the gold-seekers 
hurrying to California. Thus it was 
that the district of Kearney—named for 
the city of Kearney, and that in turn 
from Fort Kearney—became the great 
highway of immigration. The Platte 
River, flowing from east to west across 
it, furnished the natural route by which 
wagon trains would pass from the 
Missouri to the Rockies. 

Nothing in the state of Nebraska goes 
north and south. The railways, the 
telegraph lines, and even the rivers, are 
pointed east and west. Three rivers 
traverse the missionary district of 
Kearney, which comprises two-thirds of 
the state of Nebraska with an area of 
55,000 square miles. Through the north 
tier of counties runs the Niobrara River, 
making a fertile valley where it flows. 
Through the centre of the state runs the 
Platte River, of which we have already 
spoken, and in the extreme south, flow- 
ing through the southern tier of coun- 
ties, is the Republican River. Along 
these streams are fertile lands. Away 
from them there is much of desert and 


sand. 
Up to the year 1869 there were no rail- 


roads in this 
GUOMUMTE GET ay-ae 
Bishop Tuttle, 
when he was 
first sent out 
to Utah, came 
as far west as 
North Platte 
on the first 
railroad built 
across the 
plains. This 
was the Union 
Pacific. A t 
North Platte 
he was obliged 
to take the 
stage-coach, and several times was forced 
to turn back on account of the Indians. 
There are now three great railroads 
crossing western Nebraska—the Union 
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Pacific, the Chicago & Northwestern 


and the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
Railroad. 

A wonderful change has taken place 
since these railroads have been built. 
The plains that were once the feeding 
grounds for buffalo, deer, elk, antelope, 
and other wild game, and which at a 
later day were used as great ranges for 
cattle, are now all settled up with farms, 
and dotted with school-houses and 
churches. The population of this part of 
the state is now nearly 400,000. There are 
only four self-supporting parishes of our 
Church, and seventy mission stations. 

The bishop lives at Kearney, but dur- 
ing the course of the year he travels by 
rail and stage at least 16,000 miles, visit- 
ing the mission stations. He reaches al- 
most every town on the line of the rail- 
roads and holds service there. But the 
chief work of the district of Kearney, 
and at the same time the most difficult, 
is its ministration to the people living 
on ranches far from the railway and re- 
mote from one another. It is of this 
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work in the country districts among the 
“sand hills” that this article will tell. 

My heart yearns to reach these farm- 
ing communities - because of the 
tremendous need for culture and Chris- 
tianity which exists among them. 

On a recent visit to one of these small 
missions I found that five young boys 
had been arrested and confined in the jail 
for some time. ‘They had. been breaking 
into a store at night and stealing money. 
The oldest of these boys was not four- 
teen years, and the youngest only five. 
The older boys had made this little fel- 
low go into the store through a hole in 
the window, while the rest of them lay 
hidden in the weeds, so that they could 
run away if anyone saw the little boy 
while he was learning to steal. From 
time to time these little boys had broken 
into this store, and when discovered at 
last they had nearly $100. When the 
parents of these boys learned what had 
happened they felt very sorry indeed, but 
they realized that they had allowed the 
boys to run at large inthe streets at 
night when they should have been at 
home in bed. Two of the little fellows 
had no real parents: I mean that their 
father and mother had quarrelled and 
separated; the mother had married an- 
other man, and the father another 
woman, so the boys were left to do about 
as they pleased. 

It is not necessary to say that none of 
these boys had ever had any real Chris- 
tian training in his life. There are 
no regular religious services held in 
the community where they live. The 
minister is able to come and hold the 
service of our Church only once a month. 
The boys and girls are growing up with- 
out any Sunday-school, and never hear 
the name of God, except in profanity. 
These boys are in a worse condition than 
the heathen boys in far-off China, for 
they are growing up in a Christian land, 
but they are being absolutely neglected 
by the Christian Church. 

There are many boys like that in 
western Nebraska who know all about 
horses and cattle, and sheep and hogs, 
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and chickens and corn, but very little 
about God and the Bible and _ the 
Church. The people who live in the sand 
hills of western Nebraska come from all 
over the world. They have come here 
to take up land under what is known as 
the “Kincaid Law,” and are trying to 
make farms out of these hills. They 
live in little houses which most of them 
built themselves, and after they have 
lived on the land for five years they can 
go to the county-seat, prove that they 
have lived the required time on the land, 
and it becomes theirs. Three years ago 
there was scarcely a family in this sec- 
tion of the country; now there are many. 

After these people came, homes and 
school- houses were built; and then 
a man of our Church, who was once a 
large cattle owner in that country, 
abandoned the cattle business and 
started out with his good wife and be- 
gan to hold religious services in these 
school-houses. He talked to the people, 
became acquainted with them, explained 
the Bible to them, and he told them of - 
their Saviour and His love for them. 
After a while the bishop came out into 
that country and visited these school- 
houses, and confirmed 158 people. Dur- 
ing many years this good man and his 
devoted wife have been travelling to and 
fro through these sand hills, minister- 
ing to these families, praying with them 
in their homes, nursing them in sick- 
ness, preaching to them in the school- 
house services, and doing all they can 
for their spiritual and temporal welfare. 
Sunday-schools have been organized at 
school-houses and farms in places where 
there is no other religious service held 
within seventy square miles. 

Last Christmas there were fifteen dif- 
ferent Christmas-trees provided, and as 
every school wanted to have the mission- 
ary and his wife present, so that the 
service of the Church could be held at 
the same time with the Christmas-tree 
festival, the celebration in some places 
did not come until three weeks after the 
day. But everybody that could get 
there was present. On one occasion, 
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_long ago, where the railroad 
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when the temperature was thirty de- 
grees below zero, eighty people gathered 
in a school-house, bringing with them 
several young babies; some of the 
families had driven fifteen miles. But 
it is not only at Christmas time that 
they attend. When the minister on his 
way to hold services drives into the val- 
ley where one of these school-houses is 
located he will often see twenty or thirty 
teams tied at the fences near the build- 
ing, while the people who have gathered 
are already inside awaiting eagerly their 
one opportunity for Christian worship. 

A recent experience of this missionary 
is of unusual interest. Last July, when 
many miles from any habitation, he saw 
coming toward him one of those terrific 
eyclonic hail storms which frequently 
occur in this section. Immediately he 
unharnessed his team and let them go. He 
rolled himself in one of the rubber aprons 
as a protection against the 
hail, and lay down at a safe 
distance from the metal of the 
wagon. The storm was ter- 
rible, and when it had passed 
he found himself almost 
buried in hailstones, some of 
them larger than hens’ eggs. 
The horses were found in a 
fence corner unharmed, and 
the journey was resumed. 

I was attending the for- 
mal opening of a small town 
on the western frontier not 


had just been built. We 
went into the town on the 
first passenger train. There 
were a number of prominent 
men in the party, among 
them being Colonel W. F. 
Cody, better known as “Buf- 
falo Bill.” We were met at 
the rude station by a large 
crowd of people, with all 
sorts of conveyances. Some 
of us rode on_ horseback, 
some on  buckboards and 
some in stage coaches. I 
took a seat by the side of one 
of the stage drivers, who had 
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six frisky horses hitched to the stage coach. 
A band was playing in the procession 
ahead of us and the street was lined with 
men who were shooting and shouting 
and cheering as we passed along. My 
attention was attracted by a lady stand- 
ing out near the middle of the street 
with a little boy clinging to her skirts 
and erying at the top of his lungs in 
great distress and fright. I remarked to 
the stage driver, whose front team at 
this time was rearing and plunging, that 
it was no wonder that the little fellow 
was afraid of such shooting and yelling; 
and he immediately replied, with a 
preface of several adjectives, “It hain’t 
the shootin’ or the yellin’, pardner—the 
kid’s afraid of the band!” 

On this trip I baptized the first baby 
that was born in the town, and held the 
first service of our Church that was ever 
held there. This town is now a strong 
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It touched only the outskirts of the town and did not do 


great damage 
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A congregation waiting at a school-house 


Church centre, with a resident clergy- 
man and a good Sunday-school. 

At the end of this month in which I 
am writing (September), we shall hold, 
for the first time, a convocation of these 
newly-made Church people, at a central 
town called Mullen. From every part 
of the sand hills they will come and live 
in tents during the four days of the con- 
vocation. The rancher with his family, 
with bedding and food, the cattle-man 
with his mess wagon, the cowboy and the 
cowgirl on their favorite bronchos, will 
gather there, and the clergy of the dis- 
trict will conduct classes of instruction 
on the Bible, the Church and the Chris- 
tian life. 

In this connection I must tell of an 
amusing letter written by one of the 
men who had spent most of 
his life on the ranch. He 
wrote to his minister, 
saying that he was coming 
to the convocation and 
wanted to do anything he 
could to help out on the 
programme. He said that 
he could not give a lecture 
on the Bible, or teach a 
class, but he would give an 
exhibition of riding a buck- 
ing horse, or roping a wild 
steer. I want you to catch 
the real spirit of this letter, 
for it was not a joke, but the 
expression of a great prin- 


ciple which should be help- 
ful to us all—the principle 
of giving the best we have to 
God. This man is inspired 
with the same spirit as was 
St. Andrew; he wants to do 
something for somebody else. 
He wants to do the thing 
that he is best qualified to 
do, and he wants to do it to 
please and benefit others. Is 
that not true Christianity ? 

I am bending all my ef- 
forts at the present time to 
reach these farming commu- 
nities. One young lay-worker 
started out this morning with a horse 
and buggy to call on all the families in 
one school district, and he will begin 
holding regular services in the school- 
house every Sunday afternoon as soon 
as he can make the arrangements. We 
shall need Sunday-school papers and 
Bibles and Prayer Books and hymnals. 
I hope that some who are interested in 
this work will send me something of this 
kind for our use in the school-house mis- 
sions. Would it not be a grand thing if 
we could be holding a Sunday-school 
every Sunday afternoon in some school- 
house in every township in western 
Nebraska? We shall be able to do this 
if we can get the missionaries who are 
willing to go to these places and teach 
the people.

CHURCH OF THE GOOD SHEPHERD 


WAILUKU ON MAUAIT 


We must learn, although it is a little difficult, to think of the Hawaiian 
Islands as part of the domestic field. Though situated in the middle of the 
Pacific, over them the American flag flies, and wherever this is the case the 
work of the Church is classified as ‘‘Domestic.”’ 


HE name of Whipple is a famil- 
iar one to the younger genera- 
tion of Churchmen. They 
have heard of the first great 

Bishop of Minnesota and know some- 
thing of his service to the Church and 
to the country, particularly his splendid 
championship of the Indian in his day 
of need. But they have never con- 
nected that name particularly with 
_work in foreign lands. 

Yet out in Wailuku on the Island of 
~Mauai the name is well known, for here 
the Rev. George B. Whipple, brother of 
the bishop, laid the foundations of the 
Church in 1866. With his noble wife, 

Mary Joanna Mills, whose sister mar- 
vied Dr. Breck, the pioneer missionary, 

he went as the first clergyman of the 
American Church to aid in the evangel- 
ization of the Hawaiian Islands. 

It should be remembered that at a 


conference held in London in 1860, at 
which the Bishop of California and the 
Bishop of New York were present, with 
the Bishops of London and Oxford, it — 
was agreed that the mission to the 
Hawaiian Islands should be a joint 


werk of the English and American 
Churches. This arrangement was made 


impossible by the Civil War from 1861 
to 1865. But in October, 1865, Bishop 
Staley came to the United States to at- 
tend the General Convention of the 
Church, held that year in Philadelphia. 
Bishop Staley presented a letter from 
Kamehameha V., asking for aid from 
the American Church. The House of 
Bishops passed favorably upon the idea, 
and the Board of Missions at once 
pledged itself to pay half the stipends 
of two American clergy. Under this 
arrangement Mr. Whipple was sent. He 
collected in this locality $900, and the 
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840 Wailuku 
king deeded to the Church an excel- 
lent site for building, consisting of 
nearly two acres of land. Early in his 
life Mr. Whipple had come to the 
islands as a sailor and was familiar 
with the Hawaiian language. A day- 
school was soon started by him, and 
many who became prominent on the 
Island of Maui and elsewhere received 
their first training here. 

Mrs. Whipple, in writing of the sec- 
ond visit of Bishop Staley to Wailuku 
in 1868, says: “The visit of Queen 
Emma and her suite to Wailuku and 
the visitation of the bishop occurred in 
May. Her Majesty, accompanied by 
His Excellency Nahaolelua, governor of 
this island, and the Hon. Colonel Kala- 
kaua, arrived on Tuesday, May 14th. 
The natives soon began to flock to the 
queen with their offerings. It was 
quite touching to see them go by with 
their gifts of eggs, bananas, fowls, fish, 
berries, sugar-cane, taro, etc., to lay at 
the feet of their chief.” 

Mr. Whipple returned to Minnesota 
in 1872, and this was the end of any ar- 
rangement between the American and 
English Churches, but the six years 
spent there by -himself and his noble 
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wife left their mark, and the result has 
been that now there is a fine church in 
Wailuku, built at a cost of over $12,000 
and consecrated recently by Bishop 
Restarick. The Rev. W. S. Short, 
priest-in-charge of the parish, the Rev. 
P. T. Fukao, Japanese deacon, Peter 
Kojima, Japanese catechist, and John 
Choi and Isaiah Kim, Korean cate- 
chists, took part in the service, together 
with Canons Potwine and Ault from 
the cathedral in Honolulu. From the 
time of Bishop Restarick’s arrival the 
Church in Wailuku has been self-sup- 
porting. It is a strong country congre- 
gation, and contains more than one- 
third of all the Engish-speaking Chris- 
tians on the eastern part of Maui. 

So does the seed scattered on distant 
soil germinate, spring up and bear 
fruit, and at the very time that the 
Church press was telling how Mrs. Whip- 
ple, on her eighty-second birthday, was 
called to her rest and reward, after a 
life of such service as only a conse- 
crated gentlewoman can _ render, it 
was also recording the consecration of a 
church in the midst of the Pacific 
which stands there because she and her 
husband heard the call of duty and an- 
swered it nearly half a century ago.

A JOURNEY TO FORT DEFIANCE 
By the Bishop of Arizona 


N June 7th a new step in the 
development of our Indian 
mission and hospital at Fort 
Defiance was taken when the 

Chapel of the Good Shepherd, built in 
memory of Miss Cornelia Jay, of New 
York, was consecrated by the Bishop of 
Arizona. After many delays the beau- 
tiful church of stone, fully equipped 
with memorial gifts, had been finished 
and awaited its consecration. Then a 
contagious disease broke out among the 
Indians and necessitated the temporary 
closing of the hospital. The harvest sea- 
son came on and made it difficult for the 
Indians to come from the surrounding 
_ country. Finally the summons came to 
_.the bishop that all was ready. 
H Preaching the baccalaureate sermon 
before the Normal School in Tempe on 
: Sunday, June 4th, it was not possible to 
leave until Monday evening. A fast ex- 
; press train carried us to Gallup, New 
- Mexico, which was reached about 11 
A.M. on Tuesday. Here it was discovered 
that the stage had already left early in 
the morning for Fort Defiance. A bar- 


oe 


gain was soon made with a Russian Jew 
who promised to drive the bishop to the 
reservation. About noon we started out 
over the desert on the drive of some 
thirty-five or forty miles. Midway on 
the trip we met a team returning, and 
there we exchanged drivers. Unfortu- 
nately the brother of our Russian Jew 
did not know the way, but meeting a 
traveller going in the opposite direction 
we were told to keep straight ahead, but 
to take the right-hand road when we 
came to “the haystacks.” Without ques- 
tioning we looked in vain for haystacks 
on the desert, and only discovered, when 
we had wandered some miles out of our 
way, that the “Haystacks” were the won- 
derful rock formations rising from the 
heart of the desert not many miles from 
Fort Defiance. 

About nightfall we finally reached our 
destination. The next morning the 
chapel was consecrated and in the late 
afternoon a baptismal service was held. 
Some of the Indian mothers had 
travelled fifty miles on horseback, with 
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their babies fastened to their backs in the 
queer cradles or baskets familiar to our 
early study of American history in old 
school books. A violent sand storm arose 
in the middle of the day and so Miss 
Thackara had to send out wagons to 
rescue the women and children and 
bring them safe to the hospital. 

After four hours’ delay the baptismal 
service for the infants and the older men 
was begun. It took one back to the early 
missions of the Church and to the begin- 
nings of Christianity to be surrounded 
by these Navajo Indians while the Rus- 
sian Jew held the Prayer Book; and

later, when through an interpreter it 
was sought to impress upon the child- 
like but eager and responsive minds of 
the Indians what it is to be “a member 
of Christ, a child of God and an in- 
heritor of the Kingdom of Heaven.” 
One goes away from such a visit with a 
vivid impression of all the unselfish labor 
and hard toil that makes up the daily 
life of the “little-mother,” who has been 
the devoted superintendent for so many 
years, and her brave co-workers, Dr. 
Wigglesworth and Miss White, the 
physician and the homekeeper of the 
Hospital of the Good Shepherd.

STATEMENT FROM ARCHDEACON RUSSELL 


CONCERNING ST. PAUL’S NORMAL AND INDUSTRIAL 


SCHOOL, LAWRENCEVILLE, VIRGINIA 


Like most institutions which have proved largely useful, St. Paul’s 
School may be called the product of a personality. Not originally a Church- 
man, Archdeacon Russell turned to the Church because he believed in the 
moral value of her ideals to an undisciplined and volatile people. 
this line he has been working, still holding that belief, 
had he not chosen to be a Churchman, he might, like his fellow-pupil at 
have received larger recognition and bet- 
ter support; but that he and the institution which he has created are po- 
tent factors in the industrial and moral upbuilding of many of the Negro 
Unfortunately it is also true that the val 
work such as his is not fuliy recognized by the Church, and that the Aare 
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race, is unquestionably true. 


Along 
It is possible that 
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with which such men are left to labor prove altogether inadequate to the 


. task laid upon them. 


We print below a brief, practical and perfectly intelligible statement of 
the situation existing at St. Paul’s School, where, in the name of the Church, 
Archdeacon Russell and his associates are bestowing upon 450 young men 
and women of the Negro race the varied training of which they stand in such 


dire need. 


HE expenditure for the fiscal 

year ending June 30th, 1911, 

has been $39,676.82 for operat- 

ing expenses, and $9,779.33 for 

increase of educational plant. The in- 

come during the same period has been: 

For operating expenses, $35,164.61; for 

reduction of the deficit at the close of 

previous year, $9,721.87, and for increase 

of educational plant, $1,840—a total in- 
come of $46,591.48. 

The educational plant, consisting of 
lands, buildings and equipment, has a 
book value of $161,022.74. Besides the 
school has an endowment of $31,824.50 
and other assets in the shape of cash ac- 
eounts and stock-in-trade of its indus- 
trial divisions, amounting to $17,272.30. 
The total property of the school amounts 
to $210,119.74. Against this, there is an 
indebtedness of $45,350.15, not counting 
the credits to students for labor, which 
remain about the same from year to 
year. 

This indebtedness has arisen, not be- 
cause the school has had insufficient sup- 
port to meet its operating expenses, but 
because it has never received enough 
over its current needs to meet the de- 
mands on an industrial school for carry- 
ing accounts, stock-in-trade and increase 
of its educational plant. As we would 
say in ordinary business, we have never 
had enough capital. Our plant, stock- 


in-trade and accounts receivable exceed 


our capital by the amount of our debt. 

The question may be asked, “Why 
should an industrial school, whose in- 
come is sufficient to meet its operating 


expenses, go into debt for increase of 


plant?” In a purely academic school it is 
easy to adjust a budget of expenses to 
the expected income. If, however, a 
school is to teach trades by the students 


engaging in the actual work of these 
trades, then productive work must be 
found for the students. Aside from 
housekeeping and farming the most 
important group of trades taught are 
the building trades. The principal op- 
portunity for employment in these is in 
the maintenance and increase of the 
school’s own plant. 

The school undertakes to furnish em- 
ployment and enable the students to earn 
credits toward their board and other ex- 
penses of their education. It actually 
employs them. It must find something 
of value for them to do, or else be at an 
expense with nothing to show for it. 
The pressure for accommodations, equip- 
ment and repairs always suggests oppor- 
tunities for useful employment of brick- 
layers, plasterers, carpenters, tinsmiths, 
painters, ete. And thus every year the 
plant of an industrial school is improved 
and increased. 

Four years ago the chapel at St. Paul 
was completed. At that time the in- 
debtedness of the school was $34,000. 
Iiffort has been made to keep down all 
expenditure beyond operating expenses, 
and yet the pressure upon the school has 
been such that minor improvements have 
been made in four years aggregating 
over $20,000. This accounts for our con- 
dition. Wecannothelpit. It is the price 
of industrial education. Our plant is 
used to the utmost and it is outgrown 
in many parts. We need the money to 
pay our indebtedness, $45,000. We 
have cut our operating expenses too low 
in the effort to get out of debt. We 
should have $50,000 a year, at least, for 
this. We should have certainly $10,000 . 
to $20,000 more per year to spend in- 
creasing our plant. . 
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CONFERENCE OF SECRETARIES 


cs OW did we ever get along 
without them?” was the re- 


mark made by one Church- 

man in the course of con- 
versation on the value of the office of 
Department Secretary. 

It was six years ago when the office be- 
gan. Dr. Clark in the West and Mr. 
Patton in the South demonstrated the 
value of the Board’s having missionary 
leadership in these sections. Then came 
the General Convention at Richmond in 
1907, when a canon was passed and 
eight departments were constituted with 
the right to elect secretaries. One by 
one these secretaries took office, and be- 
gan the visitation of the parishes and 
missions, and to-day it can justly be said 
that the advance made by the Church in 
missionary interest and gifts has been 
stimulated in a large measure by their 
persistent work. 

The efficiency and unity of the work 
of the eight department secretaries has 
been the natural outgrowth of constant 
communication and sympathetic touch 
with the officers at the Church Missions 
House. There at the centre they have 
been made to see the whole field, as well 
as their departments. There they have 
been turned from any tendency to esti- 
mate the object of their office in too re- 
stricted or narrow terms. There they 
have had the details of administration 
brought before them in order that they 
might sympathetically understand and 
co-operate with the aim, and realize the 
difficulties, of the central office. All this 
has tended greatly to unify the forces. 

This contact with the centre has been 
forwarded by three general conferences 
of department secretaries. The first was 
held in Chicago in the spring of 1910, 
at the time of the great National Lay- 
man’s Convention. The second was held 
at Cincinnati at the meeting of the 
General Convention; and the third was 
held in New York September 21st-23d. 


~ At this last conference all the secre- 


taries now holding office were present. 
Departments Three and Eight are va- 
cant, Secretary Garland and Secretary 


Sanford having been elected bishops. 
Bishop Sanford, however, came on from 
the Pacific Coast and attended the con- 
ference, representing the Highth Depart- 
ment. 

Before these conferences are held a 
programme is prepared. The depart- 
ment secretaries and members of the 
office staff send in any questions or sub- 
jects they desire discussed, and the ma- 
terial is classified and arranged under 
leading subjects, thereby systematizing 
the discussions of the conference. 

At the last conference six topics were 
discussed during the afternoons and 
evenings. They were: (1) “The Policy 
of the Board of Missions,” (2) “The For- 
ward Movement,” (3) “The iNew Appor- 
tionment,” (4) “Recruits and the Ap- 
portionment of Men,” (5) “How to Get 
Information about the Church’s Mis- 
sion to the People,” (6) “The Depart- 
ment Secretary and His Work.” 

When it is remembered that each 
member of the conference represented a 
different section of the Church and a dif- 
ferent point of view, the value of these 
discussions can be realized. Their out- 
come may take form in a definite policy 
of work for all of the departments of the 
Church, or it may lead to one secretary 
transporting to his department new 
methods that have been worked success- 
fully in another department. 

The effectiveness of the recent confer- 
ence was increased by holding it at™ 
Hotel Gramatan, Bronxville. Opposite 
the hotel is Christ Church, where the 
daily celebrations were held. Bishop 
Lloyd presided over the conference for 
the first time and the Rev. A. R. Gray, 
the new educational secretary, was pres- 
ent and outlined the new plan for the 
educational department. 2 

As a result of the conference every 
secretary to-day has a more optimistic 
vision, His faith has been enlarged, 
and he goes back to his work with the

AS it ever occurred to you that 

H you cannot be interested in a 

thing about which you know 

but little? More than this, do you

It is hoped that further work of like 
character may be arranged in Columbus, 
St. Louis, Austin, Salina, Denver, and 
perhaps at one or two places on the Pa- 
cific Coast and at Chicago. The Secre- 
tary will be glad to correspond with 
any individuals who care to take up this 
matter with the view to arranging for 


normal classes.

and included representatives from Eng- 
land, Scotland, the United States, Can- 
ada, Holland, Denmark, Norway, 
Sweden, Germany, Switzerland, France, 
India, South Africa and Australia. Meet- 
ings were held morning and afternoon, 
at which were discussed such subjects as 
the training of leaders, the grading of 
material, the recruiting of missionaries, 
causes of indifference and opposition to 
missions. 

One need hardly remark upon the sig- 
nificance of an international gathering 
of this nature. That men should come 
from such remote places to discuss the 
science of mission study, in itself speaks 
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volumes. More than anything else, per- 
haps, it makes it plain that this matter 
has reached a stage of such maturity that 
no one can afford to be ignorant about 
it~ If there are any who read these 
words, who as yet are out of touch with 
this marvellous movement, it is to be 
hoped that they will at once take steps 
to inform themselves about one of the 
most important activities which has 
been undertaken by Christians since the 
days of the apostles. 

Church people will please take this to 
heart, and try to realize how imperative 
it is that our own Church be in the fore- 
front. 


NEWS AND NOTES 


ORD comes from  Karuizawa, 
Japan, of the terrible experience 

of a party of missionaries who climbed 
the Asama voleano on the night of 
August 14th and happened to be there 
when an eruption took place. A mis- 
sionary of the Presbyterian Board, the 
Rev. John E. Hail, died on the moun- 
tain from the effect of his injuries, and 
the Rev. James Hubard Lloyd, nephew 
of the President of the Board of Mis- 
sions and one of our missionaries in 
Tokyo, was somewhat injured. Dr. Mor- 
ris, of St. Luke’s Hospital, Shanghai, 
did noble service, ministering to the 
injured and dying under the hail of red- 
hot stones. Nearly every foreigner on 
the mountain was bruised or burned, 
but few seriously. The prompt aid 
which other missionary physicians ren- 
dered to Dr. Morris as soon as the acci- 
dent was known prevented much suf- 
fering and possibly larger loss of life.

, of Liankiang Provinces, has sent 
Dr. Pott, the President of St. John’s 
University, $700 toward the purchase of 
the property secured by the university 
last winter at a cost of $81,000.

Tuan Fang, the former Viceroy of Cen- 
tral China, and now a director in one 
of the Chinese railroad enterprises, has

Another evidence of the effective 
work in St. John’s can be seen from the 
fact that ten of the sixty students re- 
cently sent to this country by the 
Chinese Government are St. John’s men. 
This brings the total number of gradu- 
ates and former students of St. John’s 
now studying in this country to about 
one hundred. .

ner for men on Wednesday evening 
promises to be exceptionally interesting, 
the speakers being Messrs. St. Charles 
S. Cookman, of Englewood; Mr. Wil- 
liam J. Schieffelin, of ‘New York; the 
Rev. Dr. Marquis, Dean of St. Paul’s 
Cathedral, Detroit, and Dr. Hamilton 
Mabie, who will speak on the “Personal 
Service of the Busy Layman” in con- 
nection with the Church’s. Mission. 

The council will close with a public 
meeting in the New Auditorium, the 
music by combined choirs of city and 
diocese, and two addresses. The Bish- 
op of New York speaks on “Missionary 
Vision for the Department of New 
York and New Jersey.” The second 
speaker was not known at the time of 
going to press, but it was hoped that the 
Bishop of the Philippines would be 
present.

John Paton and the Sinking of the Well 


PLACE: Island of Aniwa, New Hebrides 
TIME: About 1867 
CHARACTERS: John Paton, a missionary 
Namakei, a savage chief 
A native helper 
SouRcE: John Paton'’s Autobiography, 


Part 2, Page 176 


HAT would you do if you were 
on an island where there was 
no well, and no spring of 

fresh water? 

It was on such an island that John 
Paton, the missionary, once lived. The 
savages got along very well without 
water. They wore no clothes that need- 
ed washing, they bathed in the ocean, 
they drank the milk of the cocoanut and 
chewed the sugar cane, and if they really 
wanted water they went to the public 
water-hole, hollowed out of the coral 
rock, and bought it of the two sacred 
men who claimed that they could make 
it rain into their hole whenever they de- 
sired. 

Mr. Paton could not live as did the 
savages. He must have water; and so 
must the savages, if they were to know 


one of the richest.blessings that God —* 


gives to man. One morning Mr. Paton 
said to Chief Namakei: “I am going to 
sink a deep hole down into the earth, 


and see if our God will send us fresh. 


water up from below.” The chief looked 
at him in astonishment, and replied, “O 
Missi, rain comes only from above. 
How could you expect our island to 
send up showers of rain from below?”

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But in spite of the chief’s astonishment, 
and almost ridicule, Mr. Paton began 
alone his most difficult task. 

With a pick, spade, bucket and Ameri- 
can axe, he began to sink a hole in the 
ground. The chief and his men 
watched him, thinking that his head had 
gone wrong. 

Unused to working in the tropical 
sun, Mr. Paton soon became exhausted. 
Going into his house he filled his pocket 
with beautiful English-made fish-hooks. 
Returning he held one temptingly before 
the natives and said: “One of these to 
every man who fills and turns over three 
buckets out of this hole.” A rush was 
made for the bucket, and in a few days 
the hole was over twelve feet deep. 

Then came an accident. One morning 
he went out and found that the walls 
had caved in, and the work was undone. 
This event aroused the dread and fear 
of the savages, and they would have 
nothing more to do with what appeared 
-to them a most senseless piece of work. 

But Mr. Paton kept on. He now fixed 
a pulley over the hole, and with the help 
of one faithful native he toiled on.. Day 
after day he dug, and hammered, and 
loaded the bucket. Some days his heart 
sunk with despair, as the hole grew 
deeper and no moisture appeared. An- 
other day he would hear the phrase “‘liv- 
ing water!” “living water!” chiming in 
his soul like music from God. At last 
came a day when the earth and the coral 
began to be moist. Joy unspeakable 
possessed the missionary, but with it 
came the terror that the water might be 
. salt. 

Early the next morning, at daybreak, 
he went down into the hole. With 
trembling hands he dug a narrow hole 
down, down, in the middle of the well. 
Suddenly the water began to come in. 
Perspiration broke over him with the 
uncontrollable excitement. Muddy 
though the water was he eagerly tasted 
it, and then fell on his knees in that 
hard, moist bottom, and praised God. It 
was water! It was fresh water! It was 
living water from Jehovah’s well! 

Filling a jug, he climbed to the sur- 
face. There the savages waited even as 
the Israelites waited while Moses struck 
the rock and called for water. Seeing 
the jug filled, the savages closed around 
him and gazed in awe. The chief took 
it, shook it, tasted it, rolled it in his 
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mouth, and then swallowed it. “Rain! 
Rain!” he cried. “Yes, it is rain; but 
how did you get it?” “Jehovah, my God,” 
replied Mr. Paton, “gave it out of His 
own earth in answer to our labors and 
prayers. Go and see it springing up for 
yourselves!” 

Then a strange thing happened. Not 
one of them dared to walk up to the side 
of the well and gaze down. To them the 
sinking of the well was a miracle. Soon, 
however, their curiosity overcame their 
fear. Taking firm hold of each other by 
the hand, they formed a long line. The 
foremost man leaned cautiously forward 
and gazed down. The first man then 
passed safely to the rear, and the next 
went forward, until in turn all had seen 
“Jehovah’s rain’ from out of the earth. 

Even then they cofild not realize that 
the water was permanent and for them. 
At first they thought that Mr. Paton 
would sell it, like the sacred men at the 
water-hole. When they did finally un- 
derstand, they overcame their fear, set 
to work with a will and walled up the 
well with great blocks of coral gathered 
from the shore. 

When it was finished Chief’ Namakei 
turned to Mr. Paton and said. “Missi, I 
think I could help you next Sunday. 
Will you let me preach a sermon on the 
well?” “Yes,” Mr. Paton replied, “if you 
will try to bring all the people to hear 
you.” 

When Sunday came a great crowd 
gathered. After the service Chief Na- 
makei arose flourishing his tomahawk, 
with flashing eyes and limbs twitching 
with emotion. He told how Mr. Paton 
had come among them, how they had 
doubted his words and tried to injure 
him. Then he told the story of the well, 
and showed how no God of Aniwa had 
ever answered prayers as did Missi’s 
God. 

Then, rising to a climax, he began to 
prance like a war-horse, and while his 
great toes made the broken coral on the 
ground fly behind him, he cried with ap- 
pealing eloquence: “From this day I 
must worship the God who has opened 
for us the well, and who fills us with 
rain from below. Let every man who 
thinks with me go now and fetch the 
idols of Aniwa and cast them down at 
Missi’s feet. Let us burn, and bury, and 
destroy these things of wood and stone, 
and let us be taught by the Missi how to 
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serve the God who can _ hear—the 
Jehovah who gave us the well.” 

To-day if you should go to Aniwa you 
could see the well. It is 34 feet deep 
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and 8 feet wide at the top, and still 
sends up its blessed stream to refresh 
those whom it turned from heathenism 
unto the Lord of Lords.

The Class Treasury 


The tendency to have the money of 
the classes credited to them and appro- 
priated by them is growing. In a small 
school at Dobbs Ferry, New York, this 
plan has been tried, with the result that — 
the scholars not only bring more money 
because of a deeper interest, but they 
bring in new members. From January 
to July, 1910, the average attendance of 
this school was twenty-eight. The aver- 
age offering was 78 cents per Sunday. 
From Advent to Easter, 1911, the aver- 
age attendance was thirty-three, and the 
average offering $1.28. 

Under the system of class treasurers, 
from Advent, 1910, to July, I9I1, this 
school gave to sundry missionary and 
benevolent objects the total sum of 
$122.20, ;

THE MEETING OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS 
September 26th, 1911 


HE first meeting of the Board in 
the new fiscal year brought to- 
gether thirty members — ten 
bishops, nine clergy and eleven 

laymen—three e2-officio members and 
five of the department secretaries. 
There were representatives present from 
all the missionary departments, one lay- 
man coming from Salt Lake City, one 
from Houston, Tex., and one from New 
Orleans. This was the best sort of evi- 
dence that business men are willing to 
travel great distances and give their 
thought and counsel to matters concern- 
ing the Church’s Mission because it has 
become a really compelling factor in 
their lives. 

The business session was preceded by 
the celebration of the Holy Communion, 
the President of the Board officiating, 
assisted by the Rev. F. J. Clark, staff 
secretary. When the members assembled 
in the Board Room the President made 
a preliminary statement emphasizing the 
splendid response which the Church had 
made to the call for advance sounded 
last fall by the General Convention and 
the Board of Missions. The President 
was convinced that it is only the earnest 
of larger and finer things in the future. 

The report of the Treasurer, which fol- 
lowed immediately, gave the facts con- 
cerning this advance, showing that the 
offerings for the year were very much 
larger than ever before, eighty-one 
dioceses and districts having increased 
their offerings by $83,206.57. ~The 
Church had fallen short by only $59,000 
of raising the entire apportionment. 
The Sunday-schools have given $155,- 
282.27, nearly $10,000 more than their 
previous record; the Woman’s Auxil- 
iary and Junior department have sur- 
_ passed their best achievement by giving 
$114,534.52. Only legacies have de- 
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creased, by about $55,000, but naturally 
these are not a stable source of income. 
The total increase over last year was 
$123,000, and the total gifts available 
for the appropriations of the Board were 
$1,189,307.22. It is to be regretted, of 
course, that this still leaves a deficit for 
the year of $97,471.44, to which must 
also be added that brought over from last 
year, making in all about $172,000. This 
is largely due to the increased responsi- 
bilities laid upon the Board by the Gen- 
eral Convention and is much smaller 
than was feared earlier in the year. Also 
if the Church meets the new apportion- 
ment, the deficit will be extinguished. 
The Treasurer reported the cost of ad- 
ministration and collection as having in- 
creased slightly, the figure being 81 per 
cent. Resolutions were adopted by the 
Board expressing their gratitude to the 
several auxiliaries for their loyal co- 
operation and a message was sent to the 
Church which will be found on another 
page of this issue. 

Aside from the large number of mat- 
ters of routine business which had ac- 
cumulated during the summer and were 
disposed of under the reports of the 
Council of Advice and the Executive 
Committee, the following were of special 
interest: (1) With regard to the 
Church in Haiti it was arranged that 
the appropriation be continued as at 
present, and that the Bishop of Cuba 
be asked to associate with himself one — 
or more persons of his own selection 
and as soon as possible visit the Haitien 
Church to study the situation and re- 
port his conclusions to the Board. (2) 
As the outcome of a conference between — 
the Archbishop of the West Indies and 
the staff secretaries at the Missions 
House, wherein it was suggested that 
further jurisdiction in Central America 
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be accepted by the American Church, 
the following statement was adopted by 
the Board: 


The Board of Missions has con- 
sidered the Minute of the confer- 
ence held at the Church Missions 
House concerning a possible trans- 
fer of ecclesiastical jurisdiction in 
Central America to the American 
Church. It recognizes the difficul- 
ties of the situation, and having re- 
gard to the form of the resolution 
adopted by the House of Bishops at 
the General Convention of 1910, 
it is not prepared to make recom- 
mendation at this time, but will, 
in accordance with the resolution, 
report upon the subject to the next 
General Convention. 


The Board rejoiced to hear that an 
anonymous layman had given $10,000 for 
the erection of missionary residences in 
the foreign field. This sum was voted for 
use in equal amounts in China and 
Japan. Another interesting announce- 
ment was the offer of the alumni asso- 
ciation of the Episcopal Theological 
School in Cambridge to provide the 
support of the Rey. Walworth Tyng in 
the Missionary District of Hankow. This 
is the second missionary sent out and 
supported by the Cambridge alumni. 

A special order of the day, following 
the reports of the regular committees, 
was the report of a special committee 
on methods of supplying missionaries 
for the field. The Bishop of Kansas, as 
chairman, presented an interesting re- 
port, which was based upon the idea of 
an apportionment of men, as well as 
money, upon the missionary depart- 
ments. The Board was favorably im- 
pressed, and after some discussion re- 
ferred the report back to the committee 
for consideration and possible enlarge- 
ment, requesting that it be presented at 
the December meeting. 

The next order was the presenting of 
missionaries and department secretaries, 
under which order the Board heard from 
the Bishops of South Dakota and San 
Joaquin, President Tucker, of St. Paul’s 
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College, Tokyo, and Secretaries Gardner, 
Harding, Patton, Curzon and _ Rollit. 
Bishop Partridge, of Kansas City, asked 
permission to address the Board, and ex- 
pressed his appreciation of the aid and 
comfort which he had received from the 
Board during his twenty-seven years in 
the foreign field. He desired to return 
to the Board the commission which he 
had received as a young missionary 
bound for China. 

A suggestion was made concerning the 
possibility of holding an early meeting 
of the Board in Chicago, and the Execu- 
tive Committee was asked to take steps 
to that end if it were found that it 
could be legally arranged. The matter 
of closing the fiscal year in May or June 
instead of August, brought forward 
through the request of the convention of 
the Diocese of Pennsylvania, was re- 
fered to a special committee to report 
in December. 

The Men and Religion Forward Move- 
ment was then brought to the attention 
of the Board and discussed, with the re- 
sultthat the following resolution was 
adopted: 


Resolved: That the Board of Mis- 
sions, appreciating that all mis- 
sionary work depends upon the 
health and strength of the per- 
sonal religious life of Christian 
people; and believing that the Men 
and Religion Forward Movement 
has this for its purpose, gives its 
cordial support to that movement. 


The department secretaries were asked 
to familiarize themselves with the move- 
ment and co-opérate with it wherever 
possible. 

The final note of the meeting was one 
of confidence and hopefulness as the 
Board considered the outlook for the 
coming year. Its message to the Church 
was that all goes well, and God is bless- 
ing our efforts. Shortly after five 
o’clock, at the request of the President, 
the Bishop of Albany pronounced the 
benediction and the Board adjourned, to 
meet again on December 138th.

STARTING OUT FOR CAMP VISITING 


HOW A MISSIONARY TAKES HOLIDAY ' 
By Cornelia N. Edwards 


Miss Edwards is our missionary at Vernal, Utah, but this summer she 
had the opportunity of visiting White Rocks and seeing something of the 
Indians with whom Miss Fairlamb has been associated in her work at the 


Indian Government School. 


Miss Edwards describes a visit to a camp which 


shows the kind of home from which the school children come. 


HE other evening we visited sev- 
eral Indian camps. Their 
fierce dogs rushed out with 
ominous growls, but, un- 

daunted, Miss Fairlamb put a speedy 
quietus on. them by the usual Ute 
method of a prolonged “Ssh-ssh-ssh—t,” 
followed by a terrifying deeply hoarse 
“Hi-i-i-i—eee,” ending with a rising in- 
flection, and a ferocity quite equal to 
their own. The canine element settled, 
and drawn by the light of the bright 
camp-fire shining through their leafy 
bower, we reached the picturesque shel- 
ter which was made circular in shape 
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with tall branches of trees or saplings, 
leaving an opening in front. On top 
more branches were spread to exclude f 
the sun. In the centre was the fire © 
made in such a way as to burn the long- q 
est time with the least fuel—long, thin — 
branches were placed, one end over the 
bed of chips. As it burned low the log — 
was pushed up and thus gradually using 
their fuel a steady fire was kept up with 
the minimum effort. q 

Two blanketed squaws sat on the 
ground before the glowing coals, pre- 
paring supper. One had made “Indian 
bread” and was cooking her cakes, one 
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at a time, in a large dry skillet, placed 
on the hot ashes that fell from the long- 
lived log. They puffed up promptly, and 
with a dexterous flap the primitive 
baker turned a well-browned cake. Still 
seated, she worked and flattened out an- 
other to cook when the first was done. 
Her companion was grinding coffee. The 
pleasant odors were quite appetizing, 
and had we been blinded to the sur- 
roundings, we, too, could have made a 
good meal on their hot bread and coffee. 

Farther along was another’ such 
bower, less picturesque, however, for the 
presiding squaw was preparing the even- 
ing repast, standing over a little stove, 
too prosaic for the wild West. Her lit- 
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tle child, though, was quite wild enough 
to satisfy the desire for aboriginal ways, 
for when we spoke to’ her she screamed 
with fright and retired behind her 
mother’s ample blanket, savagely throw- 
ing sticks at the white intruders, 

The first Sunday I was here I had 
the pleasure of hearing the Indian 
choir sing. You should have seen the 
quiet dignity of those little Indians in 
their vestments. They memorize the 
words to all the hymns and chants that 
they sing, and it is truly wonderful how 
well they render the choral service. It 
speaks’ well for their trainers, too, Miss 
Carter and Miss Fairlamb and Mr. 
Hersey. 


A SUMMER VOLUNTEER 


IN the spring the Secretary of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary suggested the 
possibility of women being able to 
give a short term of service in 

the mission field, and we are glad 
to report one such experiment success- 
fully made. A United Offering mission- 
ary writes from the Southern mountains: 
“T was much struck by something 
in Tue Spirit or Missions about sum- 
mer volunteer workers. A leader in 
a Junior branch offered her services 
for this summer, and I enclose a 
report of her two months’ work done 
by herself alone, except the Poor 
House visits. She took charge of some 
families in a lawless hollow, visited 
them, taught the children sewing and 
religion, attended to their various ills, 
and with much tact has won their con- 
fidence. She began with hand-washing, 
and last week came back with the news 
that the house had been cleaned. 
After the first sewing lesson, they bor- 
rowed a needle, and now they have 
bought a paper. They live in a one- 
room and loft cabin—in a city it would 
be called a house of ill-fame—and it 
has taken a brave woman to work there; 
but our volunteer has made such a good 
beginning that I hope to continue her 


work this winter. Unfortunately they 
are afraid of me because well-inten- 
tioned people have used my name as a 
threat, so I have had to keep out until

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she made an opening for me. Her be- 
ing here has also enabled me to live in 
my little cabin all summer, instead of 
boarding which very much _ interferes 
with my work. I feel her presence has 
doubled the helpfulness of the mission, 
and I have had the advantage of a con- 
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genial companion who brings to the 
work real missionary spirit.” 

The record of the summer’s work of 
this volunteer is nineteen primary Sun- 
day-school classes, six visits to the Poor 
House, seventeen sewing-school classes 


and thirty-eight cabin calls.

good attendance at the fiftieth 

anniversary services, I felt the 

opportunity was good to begin a 
mothers’ meeting, but I had no knowl- 
edge of the language, nor of my kinder- 
gartner then, although she has proved 
equal to all that I have ever asked since. 
So we did nothing. 

Last year it was again a problem, 
Taguchi San longing to have it done, 
but I was sent to Tokyo for language 
study. In the meanwhile it was a sub- 
ject of prayer. I had hoped to get some 
person of prominence to give some talks, 
and had in mind our doctor neighbor, 
whose wife is a Christian and whose 
daughter is a kindergarten child. 

When I came back this spring I found 
Dr. Imaezume already giving talks in 
the Bible school, so we were bold to ask 
for four talks for kindergarten mothers. 
He was very gracious, and assented at 
once. So, without delay, the notices 
were sent to seventy-one mothers. We 
continued to pray for it, and were ready 
to rejoice over ten, but, to our joy, 
thirty-three mothers, two fathers and two 
young lady daughters, beside little chil- 
dren, came. Best of all, the fathers 
asked for a meeting for themselves. 
This I had already planned with Mr. 
Cooke, who kindly consented to take 
charge, but he felt he ought to make 
some preparatory calls first, so we hope to 
start that in the fall. This is not a re- 
quest to be taught about our Lord, but 
we feel that it is an opening. 


| N the fall of 1909, when we had such

At each of the mothers’ meetings we 
hope to give a talk to lead them to know 
the one, true God. Last month I made 
my first talk in Japanese, trying to 
show them the Heavenly Father from 
analogy with the earthly relationship, 
and leading them to see that God waits 
to bless and to comfort. We had St. 
Matthew xi. 28—“Come unto me, all ye 
that labour and are heavy laden, and I 
will give you rest”—written large and 
tacked up on the wall. We hope in this 
way to prepare the way for Taguchi San 
to tell them more as she visits in the 
homes. She says that when she begins 
on Christianity they grow silent and dis- 
tant, but she thinks a foreigner might 
be listened to, so I pray for God to help 
me with the language that I may be 
used of Him in carrying His blessed 
light into these dark places. 

Morally we are already having an in- 
fluence. One grandmother told with de- 
light how her small grandson reproved 
her for saying the father was out. 
“That’s not true, Ota San (grand- 
mother), and Senset (teacher) says we 
must never tell an untruth.” Our 
neighbor across the way when her little 
child. died, and after the funeral friends 
came to sympathize, sent for Taguchi 
San to come and be with her; so we 
hope in her sorrow she may learn some- 
thing of the true comfort in Christ 
Jesus! One mother at the meeting said — 
her other children had gone to the 
ordinary kindergartens and had grown 
more and more boisterous, but the 
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youngest, whom she sent to ours because 
she heard how good it was, has grown 
more and more lovely. This was wel- 
come news. One of the normal school 
teachers wanted to talk to the mothers’ 
meeting there about the kindergarten, 
so spent the morning with us, saying we 
had the reputation of being the best in 
Sendai. May we be able to show them 
why it is the best by faithfully serving 
Him. : 

The newest phase of the kindergarten 
Sunday-school (although Bible stories 
are told during the week) is the nurses’ 
class. This one of the seniors in 
Bible-school teaches most acceptably. 
These are difficult girls, from ten to 
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fifteen years old, who all have babies on 
their backs. The minds of these chil- 
dren are filled with bad ideas, so with 
them the Word has to both cleanse and 
fill. 

Our kindergarten Sunday-school is 
greatly helped by Bible-school girls. 
Three come over each week—one for 
nurses, one for graduates and one for 
the older children. These girls also take 
up the work amongst the kindergarten 
graduates, having a weekly meeting and 
visiting in the homes. The two phases 
of work here help each other admirably. 
In fact, the whole parish, Japanese and 
foreign workers, get along most har- 
moniously, 


REPORT 


It is welcome news to hear that the girls from St. Mary’s, Rosebud 


Agency, S. D., commend themselves 
character and industry when they go 


T. MARY’S SCHOOL is very 
far from the homes of the chil- 
dren. The nearest camps, 
Ring Thunder and White 

Thunder, are over ten miles distant, 
and many of the children come forty 
and fifty miles to the school, so we have 
very little chance of seeing them or of 
keeping any special oversight of them 
after they leave us. Of course they 
sometimes come to see us, and often we 
hear of them through the day-school 
teachers and field matrons, whose reports 
have always given us the greatest en- 
couragement. I have been told repeated- 
ly by the matrons or camp teachers that 
our girls make the best appearance of 
any at their gatherings, and look ‘after 
their homes better than any other wom- 
en in their camps. One field matron 
told me that she always picked out a 
St. Mary’s girl if she needed any help 
in her own home. Many of our girls go 
to work for the farmers or traders in 


their camps, immediately on leaving us. 


Last year one of our girls, just out of 
school, worked steadily in the family of 
a trader in her camp, doing the house- 


and the school by their appearance, 
out from its shelter and training. 


work and helping with the care of two 

small children. She is now married, 
and I am sure will prove a good house- 
keeper. Whenever the girls who have 
married stop to see me, to show me 
their babies, they almost invariably are 
neat and clean themselves, and their 
babies are clean and as a rule dressed 
like white babies. I have frequently 
heard that they prove valuable helpers 
in the women’s societies in the camps... 
A Valentine physician, who very fre- 
quently comes over on the Rosebud 
Reservation, told me a few months ago 
that in summer he had often seen our 
girls in their homes, and he could gen- 
erally guess without being told that they 
were St, Mary’s girls; they dressed so 
neatly and spoke such good English. 
He said most of the Indian children 
would not answer if he spoke to them 
and appeared entirely different from our 
girls. Two of the day-school teachers 
make a point of sending their girls, 
after they are eleven or twelve, to our 
school, as they say they have such good 
training, and they think Church influ- 
ence so good for them. 


HOW THE UNITED OFFERING TREAS- 
URER IN TEXAS ENCOURAGES THE 
WOMEN OF THAT DIOCESE TO A 
CONTINUED EFFORT 


Extracts from a Paper Prepared by Mrs. I’. W. Catterall, 
of Galveston 


HE United Offering is just as 

large as we want to make it. 

There is no limit fixed and no 

obligation to give a certain 
amount. 

As members of the Church we have 
certain obligations to the Board of 
Missions, both the General Board and 
our Diocesan Board. They know the 
amount necessary to carry on _ the 
Church’s missionary work, and they as- 
sign or apportion an amount to be 
given by each diocese. This apportion- 
ment becomes an obligation, and testi- 
fies to our allegiance and loyalty to the 
Church. 

The weekly offerings for missions, the 
dues and assessments of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary and Junior Department, and 
also the children’s Sunday-school offer- 
ing for missions are duties that must 
be recognized by every member of the 
Church. 

But the United Offering is an extra, 
over and above our other gifts. It is 
a thank-offering, given spontaneously 
because we want to give in this way 
and ‘for this purpose. 

The purpose for which the United 
Offering of 1913 is being gathered is 
woman’s work in the mission field, the 
training, sending and support of wom- 
en workers, and the care of sick and 
disabled women missionaries. There 
are more than 150 women working in 
the domestic and foreign mission fields, 
who were sent out and are supported by 
the offering. We are going to do our 
share to maintain them and to send more. 

I want to make a few suggestions 
about the collections of the offering, 
asking you to consider them and act 
upon them if it seems advisable. 
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There are two collections each year, 
in the spring and in the fall. Would it 
be well to recognize the spiritual and 
material aspects of the United Offering 
at these two seasons of the year? 

The United Offering is really three- 
fold in its nature and functions. It is 
an intercession, a united and earnest 
prayer that God will put it into the 
hearts of many faithful women to give 
themselves (or their support) to the 
work of the Master in the mission 
field. It is a thanksgiving “for the 
blessings that the Christian faith has 
brought to us” and to the entire world. 
It is also a gift in order that our mis- 
sionary workers may carry the’ divine 
message, and accomplish the divine aim 
of “realizing the coming of the King- 
dom of God” into every corner of the 
earth. It would seem to be most ap- 
propriate and helpful to offer these, our 
prayers and thanksgivings, and also our 
gifts, in the church while we celebrate 
the Holy Communion, remembering also 
those faithful servants who have de- 
parted from us. 

I would suggest that during the 
month of April the members of each 
branch should present their United Of- 
fering at a corporate Communion ser- 
vice. With the rector’s consent and as- 
sistance, due notice should be given and 
leaflets distributed, so that all the wom- 
en of the parish may understand and 
participate. In the fall, when our 
members have returned to their homes 
and arrangements are being made for 
Church, civie and _ social’ activities, 
let us set apart one afternoon for the 
United Offering. Let it be a social 
meeting of the Auxiliary, giving spe- 
cial prominence to the United Offering. 


—? 
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Let us bring our United Offering boxes 
or gifts, with a box for the contributions 
of our guests, and let us see. that every 
woman of the parish or mission is in- 
vited. Perhaps it would be possible to 
have an address by some visiting mis- 
sionary, or some special article bear- 
ing on the United Offering read, 
making it known, giving out more boxes 
and leaflets and collecting the semi- 
annual gifts. 

By these means it would seem that we 
shall gain in several ways. Those al- 
ready working will be stimulated to do 
more; the United Offering will be 
brought to the attention of a larger 
number, and the small gifts of those 
present on these two occasions will in 
the aggregate considerably increase the 
amount that the diocese will send to the 
Triennial Service in 1913. 


THE SEPTEMBER CON- 
FERENCE 


T 10 o’clock on the morning of 
Thursday, September 21st, the 
Feast of St. Matthew, the Holy 
Communion was celebrated by 
Bishop Lloyd in the Chapel of the 
Church Missions House for the officers 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary, in prepara- 
tion for the working season, At its close 
the officers met in the Board room, and 
Mrs. Hubert, of the Los Angeles branch, 
presided over the meeting.

the active part taken by leaders both of 
the Woman’s Auxiliary and the Junior 
Department of the Massachusetts branch 


in the “World in Boston”; the Cam- 
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bridge Conference, in which Auxiliary 
officers have so large a share; the Depart- 
ment meeting in Duluth, attended by 
women from seven of the branches in the 
Sixth Missionary Department; while the 
Associate Secretary reported conferences 
and summer schools in Minneapolis, 
where the president of our Junior work 


‘in Minnesota was president of the con- 


ference, and every study class was com- 
posed of the entire conference, in Ashe- 
ville, where only one other Churchwoman 
besides herself attended, and in Silver 
Bay, where the delegation of our own 
Church people was the next to the larg- 
est present. 

Central New York reported scholar- 
ships to be sustained in the mountain 
schools in the South, each scholarship to 
be placed in a school for a term of five 
years, and then transferred to some other 
school; this as a memorial of the late 
president of the Central New York 
branch, Mrs. Knickerbocker. 

New Jersey and Los Angeles reported 
summer meetings, and Los Angeles the 
support of a Japanese student in the 
Berkeley Divinity-school. 

From Maryland came the word of a 
proposed five days’ instruction by the 
Educational Secretary of the Board, of 
Auxiliary classes in Baltimore, and the 
effort being made to secure the remain- 
ing $5,000 to complete the Jubilee pledge 
for St. Hilda’s, Wuchang. if 

Newark told of four normal classes to 
be held in centres remote from one an- 
other, and of two parish branches which 
are to hold monthly educational meet- 
ings. From a Newark officer an interest- 
ing account was given of her daughter’s 
arrival in Alaska and entrance upon her 
work, 

Western Massachusetts reported an In- 
stitute for the Juniors in the latter part 
of October, with instructions by Mrs. 
Gardner in the two text-books of the sea- 
son, “The Conquest of the Continent” 
and “The Conquerors of the Continent” ; 
also, that it is planned to hold in differ- 
ent centres of the diocese at the same 
time services which shall bring together 
the Juniors from many different points. 
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Deaconess Hart gave a most interest- 
ing account of the Auxiliary work in the 
district of Hankow, the mission study 
prepared by herself and Deaconess 
Stewart for use in the Auxiliary 
branches, the study leaflets now being 
printed in editions of one thousand, the 
cost being met by the gifts of the 
branch. The branch also supports the 
three days’ Institute preceding the an- 
nual meeting. They offered $100 in ex- 
cess of previous years, while the Juniors 
have grown in the course of three years 
from one branch with a gift of $1 to a 
branch in every mission with a gift of 
$100. Deaconess Hart showed the pic- 
ture of the building put up for the sta- 
tion class, with an offering of $500 from 
a member of the Auxiliary made at 
an officers’ conference such as was that 
day being held. 

Miss ‘Newbold told of the buildings at 
Sendai erected by the United Offering, 
the work being done with the students 
and the Institute held for mission 
women throughout the diocese, attended 
by all but two, which lasted for ten days. 

Questions pertaining to the renewed 
. efforts of the new year, the doubling of 
our force and of our gifts were touched 
upon, but for lack of time had to be re- 
ferred to the four days’ conference in 
October.

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A JUNIOR BOOK 
T the suggestion of the Chairman of 
the Massachusetts Junior Depart- 
ment, the Junior officers in Cincinnati 
last October asked that a book should be 
prepared on the work of the Depart- 
ment—something that could be given to 
a new leader, in which she might find 
suggestions for the different parts of the 
work. The resolution passed at that 
meeting has been obeyed, and there is 
ready a small “Junior Book.” The ten 
short chapters are given to the considera- 
tion of the following subjects: “The Mo- 
tive,” “The Official Relation of the 
Junior Department to the Woman’s Aux- 
iliary and the Board,” “Organization of 
Parish Branches,” “Relation of the 
Leader to Girls and Children,” ‘Prayer, 
Study and Giving of Money, with Sug- 
gestions on Manual Work,” “The Prob- 
lem of the Older Girls and Younger 
Women” and “Volunteers for the Field.” 
Of course the material for such a book 
comes from many sources. By now there 
ought to be such a thing as a “science of 
Junior work,” and the effort has been to 
gather together in the pages of this little 
book the best thought and suggestion on 
the Junior Department. Leaflets have 
been freely used, and the help of differ- 
ent Junior leaders, diocesan and -paro- 
chial, has been asked and gratefully re- 
ceived. It is hoped that the book will 
answer the questions, “What the Junior 
Department Is,” and “How to Conducta 
Branch.” 

We should like to sell the little book 
through the various diocesan branches, 
in other words, we, at the Missions 
House, want to handle it at wholesale, 
and have the diocesan branches do it 
in retail. The price is 10 cents a copy, 
$1 a dozen, or $7.50 a hundred. We 
should like such branches as are willing 
to do so, to buy one hundred copies, and 
others in lesser numbers; for while we 
will supply requests for single copies 
from here, it will simplify matters if, as 
a rule, the diocesan officers will take 


charge of selling it in each diocese. The 
suggestion has been made that the book 
might be used, as it was.at the Cam- 
bridge Conference, as a text-book for a 
class of Junior leaders. 


A VOLUNTEER FROM THE

HE Juniors will be glad to know that 

a Junior diocesan officer has just 
gone out to China. Miss Katharine E. 
Seott was Junior Educational Secre- 
tary of the Maryland branch. When 
Bishop Roots was at Silver Bay a year 
ago he asked Miss Scott if she would go 
to Hankow as a teacher, In obedience 


to this call, she left her home 
and has now reached China. Many 
Junior officers know and love Miss 
Scott and will miss her here. The 


president of the Maryland Juniors 
writes: “We are grateful for her example 
in giving herself to the field, and realize 
what a gift it is, not only in its spirit 
of consecration but in the quality of the 
splendid teacher she will be; but she is a 
great loss to us.” All of us, leaders and 
members, must be proud of having such 
a representative in the foreign field. Let 
us help her by our prayers, both for her- 
self and for her work in Wuchang, And 
may we not ask, too, that others from the 
Junior Department may make the gift of- 
personal service in the foreign field?

After applying all legacies received during the year that were at the discretion of the Board, 
$81,335.81, the receipts failed of meeting the net appropriations of the year by $97,471.44. 

To this must be added the shortage to September ist a year ago, $74,532.55, so that the 
total deficiency at the close of the year amounted to $172,003.99. 

During 1910-1911 there was an increase of $83,206.57 in contributions toward the apportion- 
ment. Fifteen less dioceses and missionary districts completed their apportionment, making a total 
of forty-seven. About 133 more parishes and missions this past year completed their apportion- 
ments, making a total of 2,906, while 4,936 parishes and missions sent either the whole or part 
of the apportionment—a loss of fifty-five over the year before.
